
Car crunch on North Campus

Construction for the 
Recreation Center, due for com¬ 
pletion in March 2002, has 
begun with fencing and cement 
blocks, but parking trouble on 
Residential North continues. 

As of last Monday morning, 
the Brewery/Ames Lot (Cabot 
St.) has a twenty-four hour, 
seven days per week security 
officer. Dedicated shuttle service 
to and from the Brewery Ames 
Lot which will run 11 p.m. until 
3 a.m.. also began last Monday. 
.As of Monday there were prob¬ 
lems with people parking in 
emergency zones, on the Canal 
Bridge and in private parking 
lots, namely Notini and Sons. 
Hints of future towing were 
dropped, “The City, the 
University and the owners will 
have no choice but to begin tow¬ 
ing these vehicles immediately.” 
but no towing was actually 
done. 

Last Tuesday’s focus was “the 

Upper Fox Lot.” Problems with 
cars blocking emergency lanes, 
handicapped parking spaces and 
.Aramark deliveries prompted 


the beginning of scheduled tick¬ 
eting and/or towing of cars 
parked outside a space( reserved 
or not) on Thursday at 7 a.m. 
Additional blue signs were 
erected to further clarify accept¬ 
able parking 
areas, which do 
not include 4 
handicap 
spaces, 3 escort,

In addition, it was announced 
that dedicated shuttle service 
will run 4 p.m. until 4 a.m., 
instead of 11 p.m. until 3 a.m. as 
orginally announced, once a dri¬ 
ver is hired, “no later than next 
week, hopefully earlier.”

Thursday night the lighting in 
the IPI Lot was reassessed and it 
was decided that more lighting

future.” Solar emergency phones 
have been purchased and will be 
installed on Hall St. and Perkins 
St. so as to avoid digging 
trenches for phone lines. 

A construction update 
explained that “drilling and soil 
tests have begun” and “within 
days erosion and drainage tests 
as well as ‘piff tests' (pile dri¬ 
ving)” will begin. Students are 
reminded that some tests may be 
“noisy and disturbing" but that 
they will only last a day or so. 
The majority of pile driving 
activity will begin in approxi¬ 
mately two weeks. 

Next week’s goals, according 
to an update, are Bourgeois and 
Donahue parking areas and the 
issues w ith fire/emegency lanes 
and handicap spaces. L T p-and- 
oommg issues include die Cn> 
of Lowell's snow emergency 
parking ban. w hich goes into 
effect Dec. 1 and bans all street 
parking.

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ALANA helps UML stay 
‘culturally connected’

ALANA (African, Latin, 
Asian, and Native American) is 
a cultural organization based out 
of South Campus’s McGauvran 
Student Union that provides fel¬ 
lowship to minority students at 
UMass Lowell. The organiza¬ 
tion is designed to keep students 
culturally connected by provid¬ 
ing them with activities and ser¬ 
vices. UMass Lowell currently 
has 1500 minorities that can 
participate in various projects 
that the organization funds. 
ALANA works closely with 
other minority clubs such as 
LANA (Latin American Student 
Association) and ASAO 
(Association of Students of 
African Origin). 

Flo Maxwell, the office assis¬ 
tant for ALANA said, “ALANA 
helps students stay culturally 
connected, and we help students 
understand other’s culture.” 


ALANA is currently planning 
a Kwanzaa festival in 
December, a tribal Pow Wow in 
November, and a cultural 
awareness fair in the spring. In 
the spring, many cultures will 
be presented to students, giving 
students the chance to taste 
other culture’s foods and hear 
their music. 

Huynh Bui, a junior psychol¬ 
ogy major, has been working for 
ALANA for three years now. 

Her friends introduced her to 
ALANA when she first came to 
UMass Lowell. She said, ”It 
helps students communicate 
with different types of people, 
and understand their culture.” 
Bui also organizes study groups 
with the students. “It allows 
minority students to have a 
place to meet,” said Bui.

change in Fall 2001 service projects

This past fall, 68 percent of 
the freshman that applied to 
UMass Lowell were accepted. 
This represents an increase in 
the acceptance rate of freshman 
by 6.6 percent. However, this 
means that UMass Lowell will 
need to make an effort .not to 
grow anymore. 

The Board of Higher 
Education sets minimum admis¬ 
sions standards for all state col¬ 
leges and the UMass systems. 
Each application that is sent to 
UMass Lowell is evaluated, and 
acceptance to the University 
depends on the student as a 
whole. Each major has a differ¬ 
ent standard of acceptance; 
therefore there is not one set 
standard for all students. The 
University looks at the student’s 
high school transcript, SAT 
scores, college prep classes, let¬ 
ters of recommendation, the 
required essay, and high school 
involvement. However, the GPA 
that is on the high school tran¬ 
script is recalculated into a 
more substantial GPA under 
UMass Lowell’s standards. 

Dr. Johnson, Assistant Vice 
Chancellor of Enrollment 
Management said, “The 
University is not trying to bring 
in any more students.” 

At this time, the residence 
halls are filled to capacity, and 


the University does not want to 
overcrowd them any more than 
they already are. 

The amount of students that 
attend this University corre¬ 
sponds with the number of fac¬ 
ulty, buildings and dorms on 
this campus. The new goal of 
the University is to “stabilize 
the number of students here 
now,” said Johnson. The 
University has not moved three 
dorm beds into a double room, 
and there are still common 
meeting places to provide resi¬ 
dence halls with quality. 

Admissions for Fall 2001 
may rise slightly, but will not 
impact students in a negative 
way. The rolling admissions 
policy that the University cur¬ 
rently has will come to an end. 
The deadline for incoming 
freshman applicants is July 1, 
2001. 

The Open House held on Oct. 
22 was a great success, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Johnson. There were 
657 prospective students com¬ 
pared to the 518 that attended 
last year. 

“UML is becoming a 
University of choice for those 
who have options,” Johnson 
said. Though the campus has 
expanded, the current students 
are the main priority and the 
acceptance for incoming fresh¬ 
man will be taken more serious¬ 
ly, as the Board of Higher 
Education has raised the stan¬ 
dards for Fall 2001.

UMass Engineering Department 
makes impact in plastics industry

The world-renowned UMass 
Lowell Engineering Department 
has a monumental impact on the 
plastics industry. Founded in 
1954, the plastics engineering 
department is the nation’s only 
accredited program by the 
Accredation Board for 
Engineering and Technology 
(ABET). 

The plastics industry, which is 
growing very rapidly, is current¬ 
ly the fourth largest in the U.S. 
The major subsidiaries of the 
industry include transportation, 
medical, appliances, consumer 
goods, and packaging. UMass 
Lowell has close to 4,000 
Alumni in the industry, most of 
whom are CEO’s, or own their 
own companies. According to 


A.G. Panos, the associate to the 
Directors, “Our Alumni have a 
tremendous impact on the indus¬ 
try, not only in the U.S., but 
internationally as well.” 

UMass Lowell students in the 
plastics engineering department 
are currently working on 
research that will make our 
world run more efficiently and 
safely. A major part of plastics 
engineering research deals with 
transportation. As new cars are 
designed, they have begun to 
contain more and more plastic 
parts. 

“The average car now has 200 
to 300 pounds of plastic in 
them,” says Dr. Schott, profes¬ 
sor and chairman of the plastics 
engineering department. Much 
of the research deals with the 
types of plastic involved in food 
packaging, such as toothpaste 
tubes. Plastic is a much more 


efficient alternative to heavy 
and clumsy glass. 

Over the past few years, 
admissions to the department 
have declined. In order to bol¬ 
ster the admissions, the depart¬ 
ment visits local open houses 
and the Middlesex Community 
College, in order to bring stu¬ 
dents back into the curriculum. 
The department boasts its 100 
percent job placement into com- 
panys, nationwide. 

“Graduates are hired for 
design, marketing, manufactur¬ 
ing, quality control and also 
testing within the plastics indus¬ 
try,” says Schott. 

A bachelors degree in plastics 
engineering will earn you 
$45,000-$50,000. A doctoral 
degree in plastics will earn you 
$75,000-$80,000.

In addition, we have been told that cars parking in the 
parking lot owned by Notini’s will be towed immediately (private 
towing costs are about $150!), so please, park only in the designat¬ 
ed university lots off of Perkins St.

Native American Tribes 
by Norman Bancroft Hunt is a 
must read for all who may want 
to learn more about our Native 
Americans: “The history of 
Indian-white relationships has 
been one of misunderstandings 
and distrust. The two ways of 
life were so dissimilar and so 


far apart that little common 
ground could be found between 
them, and this inevitably led to 
conflict. Neither side really 
understood the other. The histo¬ 
ry was, nevertheless, written by 
white chroniclers, because the 
Indians had no written lan¬ 
guage, and this has distorted the 
historical view since Indian 
option was rarely expressed. We 
must however, pause for a 
moment to consider what that 
Indian opinion may have been, 
and clues to this are contained 
in the translations of speeches 
and statements made by the 
spokesmen for the tribes. From 
such statements we can learn 
something of the complexity 
and diversity of the Indian life¬ 
style.”

A fairly new interactive 
spring course offers students 
the opportunity to do some¬ 
thing meaningful for the com¬ 
munity. 

Conflict Resolution taught 
by Professors MacDougall and 
McCormack gives students the 
opportunity, to be a mentor to 
Lowell youths. 

The mentors work an avera- 
geof three to five hours a 
week off campus with under¬ 
privileged kids. The students 
are responsible for tutoring, 
discussing violence issues and 
coordinating recreational 
activities with the mentees. 

In addition to spending time 


with the kids, the students are 
required to write brief logs, 
confer weekly with their 
instructor and write a final 
paper that sums up their expe¬ 
rience. 

Conflict and resolution 
issues are studied in class with 
various readings assigned by 
the instructor. 

Michael Ortiz, assistant 
District Attorney, who as a 
youth was involved with a 
gang, inspired the fairly new 
course. He gave credit to his 
former mentor who basically 
told him to smarten up or he 
would end up dead. Ortiz 
turned his life around and 
decided to give back to the 
community. 

ADAM (Awareness & 
Development for Adolescent 


Males), Eliot Center (Mass 
Department of Youth Services 
Day Reporting Center) and the 
YMCA are the agencies that 
Ortiz, along with others, 
worked with to create a men¬ 
toring program here in Lowell. 

Conflict Resolutions (57.512

have some extra work).

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Letter from the Chancellor 


Students who belong to fraterni¬ 
ties and sororities that break the 
new alcohol laws put themselves at 
great legal and financial risk. Arrest 
and conviction could now lead to a 
year in jail and a $2,000 fine. If you 
are a member of a fraternity or 
sorority r , you could be held respon¬ 
sible for the illegal use of alcohol at 
a party or gathering. 

The University wants you to 
know that it intends to uphold all 
city, state, and federal laws regard¬ 
ing the use of alcohol and will 
cooperate fully with the local 


authorities in prosecuting any and 
all individuals who are found in 
violation. 

You should know that UMass 
Lowell has not recognized fraterni¬ 
ties and sororities since July 1987, 
after a student nearly died as a 
result of a hazing incident. They 
have no official standing with the 
University and do not have the 
rights and privileges of official stu¬ 
dent clubs and organizations, such 
as access to campus services, facili¬ 
ties, and personnel. The Board of 
Trustees withdrew this recognition 


after a series of very serious inci¬ 
dents threatening the health and 
well being of our students over the 
years. 

The new alcohol laws are taken 
very seriously by both the 
University and law enforcement 
officials. The University's Judicial 
Process will adjudicate any student 
reported for breaking the laws. Last 
year, three students were suspend¬ 
ed from the University for hosting 
parties where minors were served 
alcohol. All freshman under 21 
years of age who are involved with 


drinking alcohol, on or off campus, 
are required to attend a Substance 
Education Program, and a letter 
detailing the incident is sent to par¬ 
ents/guardians. 

We will not tolerate those who 
put our students at risk. We are 
very committed to keeping you safe 
while at the University and ensur¬ 
ing that you do well academically. 
Please enjoy your time on campus 
in a responsible way.

The 
letter states, "you should 
know that UMASS Lowell

The Dugan Gallery came alive last Wednesday afternoon with a 
huge gathering at the exhibit of “The Student Eye - Premiere 
Visions in Photography", which was curated by Professor Amo 
Rafael Minkkinen through the Art Department and College of Arts

The presentation exhibited seven students who displayed their

Latest results from the 
Presidential vote recount in 
Florida: 

As of Friday, with votes in all 
67 counties recounted, the tally 
collected by The Associated 
Press shows George W. Bush 
leading A1 Gore by 327 votes. 
County officials can continue to 
count absentee votes and add 
them to the totals throughout the 
week. 

While the Florida recount bat¬ 
tle between the Bush and Gore 
campaigns continues, close 
votes in four other states raise 
the possibility of recounts there. 
Here is a rundown on the elec¬ 
tion results in those states: 

Iowa: 

The Bush campaign has sent 
representatives to Iowa to assess 
a possible challenge to A1 Gore’s 


4,949-vote lead. County boards 
of supervisors meet Monday or 
Tuesday to examine vote totals, 
consider challenges and declare 
the results official. All requests 
for a recount must be made to a 
county within three days of the 
canvass - either Thursday or 
Friday. Eric Woolson, Bush’s 
Iowa spokesman, said the cam¬ 
paign would monitor the can¬ 
vassing and then decide whether 
to request a recount. Under a 
recount, each county would have 
18 days after its canvass to com¬ 
plete the new tally, said Sandy 
Steinbach, the state elections 
director. A recount could cover 
all of the nearly 1.3 million bal¬ 
lots cast statewide or target spe¬ 
cific counties. State Republican 
officials are lining up Bush sup¬ 
porters in each of the 99 coun¬ 
ties to represent Bush on county 
recount boards should they be 
convened. 

New Mexico: 

Unofficial results show Bush 


with a 17-vote lead out of more 
than 571,000 ballots cast, but 
state election officials said 370 
"in-lieu-of” ballots remained 
uncounted Sunday. Those bal¬ 
lots, which are to be counted by 
Nov. 17, go to people who 
requested absentee ballots but 
did not receive them. In-lieu-of 
ballots are checked against 
absentee ballots and are counted 
only if there is not already an 
absentee ballot for that voter. 
Meantime, state police began 
impounding early-voting and 
absentee ballots in case they are 
needed for recounts or review. 
Republicans requested that bal¬ 
lots be impounded and police 
seized them in six counties 
under orders from two state 
District Court judges. The coun¬ 
ties comprise two judicial dis¬ 
tricts. GOP officials say 
impoundment petitions will be 
filed in all 13 New Mexico judi¬ 
cial districts. Under state law, 
either party may request 
impoundment. It’s up to a judge 


to decide whether to grant the 
request. Once an impoundment 
order is issued, state police take 
possession of ballots from the 
county clerk. New Mexico GOP 
officials say they simply want to 
ensure the ballots are safe 
should a recall be ordered. A 
recount must be requested with¬ 
in six days of the Nov. 28 com¬ 
pletion of a review of the vote 
by the state canvassing board. 

Oregon: 

With 99 percent of the votes 
counted Friday, unofficial results 
gave 702,218 votes to Gore and 
696,462 to Bush - a difference 
of 5,756. A recount would be 
required by state law if the mar¬ 
gin falls to less than one-fifth of 
1 percent, or about 2,800 votes. 
If a recount is called, it is 
expected to be held the first 
week of December. Counting of 
about 40,000 votes from the 
state’s mail-in balloting resumes 
Monday. Dan Lavey, Bush’s 
Oregon spokesman, said Sunday 


the Bush campaign is waiting to 
see the final count before decid¬ 
ing whether a recount would be 
sought. 

Wisconsin: 

The Bush campaign has not 
ruled out a recount in 
Wisconsin, where Gore led Bush 
by 6,099 votes out of 2.5 million 
votes cast. The campaign cannot 
request a recount until all 72 
counties turn in certified vote 
tallies to the state Monday or 
Tuesday. It then must do so 
within three days. The state 
Republican Party (news - web 
sites) said it has received about 
800 complaints of polling proce¬ 
dures from around the state, 
including 600 from Milwaukee 
County. The GOP has asked the 
Milwaukee County district attor¬ 
ney to look into the allegations, 
which include voters getting two 
ballots or being told they had 
already voted.

NEWS BRIEF: 

Take note: changes to 
drop/add period 

The Faculty Senate has 
approved a significant change 
in the beginning-of-the-semes- 
ter schedule, affecting the add- 
drop process for undergraduate 
students enrolled in day pro¬ 
grams. Chancellor Hogan has 
approved the change, and the 
new schedule will be in effect 
January, 2001. 

During the first five days of 
a semester (exclusive of 
Saturdays, Sundays, and holi¬ 
days) an undergraduate day 
student may add one or more 
courses by registering through 
the Voice Response System or 
in person at the Office of the 
Registrar. 

Beginning the sixth day and 
through the tenth day of a 
semester, an individual faculty 
member may give permission 
(using an “add" form) for an 
undergraduate student to add 
into a course for which that 
faculty member is responsible. 
The Voice Response System 
will not permit course registra¬ 
tions after the fifth day of the 
semester. 

During the first ten days of a 
semester, an undergraduate day 
student may withdraw from 
one or more courses with no 
record of the registration or 
withdrawal on the student’s 
permanent transcript. 

Between the tenth and the 
fiftieth days of a semester, an 
undergraduate day student may 
w ithdraw from one or more 
courses and a “W" will be 
recorded on the student’s tran¬ 


script.

Gerry Hickey, a native of 
Hanover, MA and a graduate of 
Xaverian Brothers High School, 
signed a letter of intent to play 
hockey at UMass Lowell next 
season, announced Head Coach 
Tim Whitehead. 

Hickey, a 6-foot-1, 190-pound 


forward, is the first River Hawk 
of the early signing period. He is 
currently the captain of the 
Cedar Rapids Rough Riders of 
the United States Hockey 
League (USHL), where he is 
playing his second season. Prior, 
he was an All-League standout 
at Xaverian. 

“Gerry is a fast, physical play¬ 
er, a true two-way player,” said 
Whitehead. “He is a leader and 


plays the type of hockey we 
need to play to be successful in 
Hockey East, which is a tough 
hard-nosed game.” 

Hickey, who was also recruit¬ 
ed by Northeastern, Boston 
College and Merrimack, has reg¬ 
istered three goals and seven 
assists (10 points) this season 
and has led the Rough Riders to 
a 5-7 record early in the USHL 
campaign. 


Last year, Hickey scored 19 
goals and dished out 13 assists 
(32 points) in 56 games as Cedar 
Rapids finished in fifth place of 
the USHL East Division with a 
19-34-5 clip. Thirteen of his 19 
goals were scored on power 
plays. He also added two short- 
handed tallies. 

“Gerry is a prototype UMass 
Lowell player,” said Rough 
Riders Head Coach Mark 


Carlson, who played for the 
River Hawks from 1990-93 and 
served as an assistant coach in 
1995-96 when UML advanced 
to the NCAA Tournament quar¬ 
ter-finals. “I have a good feeling 
he’ll fit right in (at UMLi He is 
a very good leader, likes to pla> 
physical and he can score.
